This seems 
to be the effect of the Earth's magnetic field on the signal: the signal is decomposed 
tinto two “components” w/different properties, the ordinary & extraordinary components. 
Gt's beyond present knowledge to predict how much energy will be partitioned to each 
component & this is significant since the "depth" that each component penetrates ihe 
ionosphere is rather different; therefore slightly different "paths" are involved. 
More data is needed & I hope to conduct an expeniment w/the aid of the NRC membership 
which can help elucidate much mechanisms. Last year at this time I did a series of 
experiments designed to yield info regarding ionic recombimation equasions by observ- 
ing f/in times for TAs. This year I'm repeating them as part of the Asian project. 
Last year I could detect Portugal-782 one hour & 42 minutes before my sunset; this- 
year k detect carrier two hours before sumset 2 had readable audio one hour & 4% min- 
utes before sunset.

Thank you for the sample bulletins. I find them quite well done. Hnclosed please 
find $5.00 for membership. I noticed fromthe sample bulletins that some West Coast 
listeners were having quite a bit of trouble identifying certain TP stations, 
especially what might be Burma on 955 kc. TI have a test that might be of aid in some 
of these cases: try to see if known short wave signals which are listed as parallel _ 
to BOB signals actually do parallel them. Take good old Purma for example. The 
WRIVH shows the 955 ke signal operating parallel to two short wave outlets. Since 
the 6035 ke (50kw) Burma outlet is easily receptable, it would make a good parallel 
signal. The lack of parallelity between two signals would obviously prove little, 
although it might acquaint the listener with a familiarity of the broadcasts of a 
certain country. But if the two signals are parallel, the identity of the BOB signal 
becomes Imown. Such a test would most likely work for Burma, since 955 ke and e635 k 
ke ave indeed parallel. I have heard the Burma Broadcasting Service announce the use 
of these two frequencies as their home service transmissions went into English at 
130 GMT, -(Welwome to the club, Bob. JI am sure John Callarman will appreciate 
hearing from you as often as you can. )
